In 2016, U.S. exports to Israel totaled $13.2 billion, a 2.5% ($341.6 million) decrease from 2015; U.S. 
imports from Israel totaled $22.2 billion, a 9.3% ($2.3 billion) decrease; and the trade deficit was $9.0 
billion, a 17.6% ($1.9 billion) decrease in the deficit from 2015.

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III. Licensing to Israel subject to US Government Filing Requirements 

In 2016, BIS reviewed 1,224 export/re-export applications (not including deemed export applications) 
valued at $2.7 billion for Israel, out of a total of 33,195 applications worldwide valued at $235.4 billion. 

 Approved applications for Israel totaled 1,051 (85.9% of the total applications) for $2.6 billion, 
compared to the 28,214 (85.0%) approved applications for all destinations that totaled $210.3 
billion.
